TWIN FALLS - A single woman liv- 
ing in a camper struggles to make a living 
os a waitress and to find time to help two 
children do homework. She must leave 
the trailer court within, two weeks. 

• A 6-year-o!d boy tries to learn how 
to rcad.yvhi!e Roving for his mother and 
brother who died in a car accident last 
year. 

■ Four school children do homework in 
a tiny apartment with one room and a 
kitchenette. 

"A tot of the people wc work with have 
been knocked down,” said Dawn Boyd, a , 
social worker for Twin Falls Public 
Schools. 

Twin Falls is one of six Idaho school 
districts to receive Stuart B. McKinney 
Homeless Assistance Act grants. Boyd 
and Cermaine Ruhter, another social 
worker, are paid from the grant. 

. The pair began woricing last month to 
meet the wldc-ranging'nceds of Twin 
Foils childretv-who do not have a home or 
who are living in substandard housing.- - 
. Ruhter and Boyd contact local agencies 
to find -food, dodging and clothing for 
needy students. They also track children 
to make sure.they attend school and tutor 
children who have fallen behind in' their 
studies. . , 

Ruhter and Boyd hove worked with 
about 50'ktds from grade school to 12th 
grade in six weeks on the job. -They arc 
getting more referrals us teachers (uid ad- 
ministrators learn what they’re doing. 

- When-they-hear of o needy child, they 
meet the child’s ptircnis and get pennis- 
sibif fo provrde, Services. Ifihe parents 
refuse, Ruhter and Boyd at least make 
sure the kids have crayons and note- 
books. 

Sometimes 'they simply spend time 
with children. 

Ruhter said she asked, a boy who was 
looking glum one day, why he was down. 

He told her that he was sad that his moth- 
er was dead.

on Medicare pa)nnents 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Health 
and Human Services Secretary 
Donna E. Shalala recommended to 
Congress on Friday a 3.33 percent 
.increase in* payments for treating 
Medicare patients in-urban hospitals 
and 4.83 percent for rural hospitals. 

Under a Clinton administration 
deficit-reduction plan, the proposed 
increase is one percentage point 
lower than hospitals normally would 
get to keep pace with inflation. 

The administration also wants to 
delay the increase from Oct. 1 to 
Jan. 1, 1994. 

Shalala said the moves would 
.save nearly SI. 7 billion in fiscal 
1994 and "encourage hospitals to 
accomplish more effective control 
of their costs," which arc rising at 
twice the rate of general inflation. 

Ri.ck Wade, a spokesman for the 


American Hospital Association, said 
the limited increases will create 
"some difficulty- for the small rural 
and urban hospitals. One in five 
hospitals is in financial peril." 

"These kind of constraints are 
difficult on them because they’re 
already losing money on Medicare 
patients," said Wade. 

But hospitals are willing to accept 
“sharcd’sacrince,” he added. 

Shalala said her department still 
expects Medicare's spending on 
inpatient hospital -care tO' rise by 7.6 
percent to $80 billion next year, due 
in part to'^hc aging of the 
population. 

Thirty-five; million cldcrly'or - 
disabled people now arc covered by 
Medicare, and the number is 
growing by almost 2 percent a year. 


What working, insured can expect from plan 


. .WASHINGTON (AP) When 
people with jobs and medical 
insurance examine President 
Clinton’s health reform plan over 
. their kitchen tables,- they may find no 
immediate advantages — but some; 
unpleasant surprises. 

Clinton's promise is that people 
who lose their jobs or their health 
insurance won’t lose medical 
coverage. But tliat sense of security is ■ 
apparently Ih^ most concrete personal 
gain in the offing for the great 
majority of Americans. 

For most, the plan being devclopcd- 
in secrecy at the White House 
inevitably will involve some 
inconvenience and confusion, and 
probably higher costf', at least at first. 

Most of the anticipated advantages, 
by contrast, arc abstract ond long 
term — cost ciontrol, deficit 
reduction, coverage of 36 million 
uninsured Americans. 

The formidable task faejng the 
Clinton administration was clear in an 
NBC*Wall Street Journol poll this 
month: Thrcc-quorters of those 
questioned 'said the health-care 
system doesn’t meet the nceds'of 
most Americans, but the same 
overwhelming percentage said they 
ore satisfied with their own core. . 

Sure, most of them think it costs 
too much. About half worry that a 
catastrophic' illness would wipe them 


out, and three in 10 said they had 
stayed at n job for feor of losing 
insurance. ■ 

-‘ ‘ But most people don't rate health 
care a-top problem or government 
priority — suggesting that 
admihisirntion officials and advisers 
are overstating .the case ^hen they 
say the public is clamoring for 
reform. 

There is some urgency, but it’s 
mostly for the minority of Americans 
with serious medical problems or no 
insurance.. 

'“'Reducing overall costs means 
-increas.ing individual costs, at least in 
the shorrond medium-term ...'througli 
higher premiums, higher tuxes, 
reduced' benefits and-or reduced or 
dislocated services," Norman 
Omstein, a scholar at the American 
Enterprise Institute, coticludc.s in nn 
unpublished essay. 

Clinton acknowledged as much in a 
CBS interview Wednesday night. He 
soid employers and employees are 
•"the last place we ought to look” for 
more money, but conceded "you niay 
hove to poy some more in the short 
run" to achieve extensive savings. 

Several polls show wide 
acceptance of "sin” taxes on liquor, 
beer and tobacco products to finance 
reform. But there’s less tolerance for 
otber possible consequences — 
higher premiums, choosing doctors.

difTcrent plans that may offer fewer 
services. "There’s going to be a real, 
explosion out there when-.^^ -people 
understand whot it would mean for 
their own individual' health care," 
predicted Republicon pollster Bill 
Mclnturff.* 

. The White House and ' the 
Democratic National Committee 
already are going to extraordinary 
lengths trying to avert that. 

Since the election, oflicials from 
Clinton on down have met with more 
than 350 medical, business, labor and 
■government groups to solicit 
information, rally support, quash 
rumors ■ and calm fears about 
everything from rationing to the 
survival of the health-insurance 
industry. 

Hillary Rodham Clinton, the head, 
of.the health-reform losk'forcc, and 
Ira Mogoziner, the White House aide 
overseeing its work, have been 
soothing but oficn noncommittal. For 
instance, Mrs. Clinioa said she 
personally wouldn’t want to tax 
health benefits — but the option is 
‘Still alive. ' 

Whatever proposal emerges from 
the losk force, Clinton will have to 
convince Americans that — like his 
economic plan — it is both fair and 
necessary.

Clinton path is no more burdensome 
than what they .lace now. Disruptions 
and benefit cuts already-uire'a lact of 
life for-millions.-among -tbem-a- 
growing number of high-income

- The new infatuation with fiscal 
responsibility, if it lasts, could also 
make people more receptive to 
Clinton’s argument that he can’t 
reduce the deficit without reforming 
the boilth-core system. 

But the macro-sell — sacrifice to. 
avoid economic ruin and help the Icstf 
fortunate — goes only so far when 
the issue is as personal as health. 

Will people support a plan that, at 
the most personal level, offers them 
^iief from problems they may never 
luYc.and maybe a few less forms to i 
.fill out? The administration is 
counting on it.

Guinness Book to feature Jerome woman’s 
5, OOO-pliis eraser-collection in its 1994 edition

JEROME — Shirley Weeks. has more 
than 5,000 ways, to get the teod out, 

■Thnt’s how many pencil erasers Weeks 
owns .in . her private and unusual collec- 
tion; biit if you thought she'd use any of 
them to wipe out a smudge, think again. 

: weeks wouldn't use any of her erasers 
-not even her Pink .Pearl - to clean up a 
mistake. 

No, these erasers,, arranged in a book- 
case in Weeks* living room,- represent 
one of the rarest collections in the coun- 
try — maybe even the world, according to 
the Jerome Middle School teacher’s aide. 

Apparently, that conclusion was con- 
fitmed recently by the Guinness Book of 
World Records, fi/hidh agreed to feature 
. Weeks* collection in its 1994 edition. 

“■rhey told me through ihtiir research, 
they hadn’t found anyone with an eraser 
coUcciion.” Weeks said. 

And these aren’t just ordinary pencil 
toppers. All are colorful, and many arc 
pretty enough to sit atop a desk - not in a 
. drawer. 

Some of Weeks' erasers are 30 years 
old; some she. bought yesterday. Some 
were purchased for a thin dime; some 
cost nearly S20. . 

Tho rarest ones arc cartoon figures - 
such as Mr. Peabody and his boy. Shcr- 
. man - that arc no longer availoblc in 



Weeks is proud that none of the thou- 
sands oferasers ofe'duplicates. 

The woman who Jerome children fondly 
call the “eraser, lady” says she has no idea 
why the lowly.crascr appeals to her so 
much. 

“I don’t know,” she said. “Sometimes 
I’ll get a chair up there and sit and just 
look at them all. There’s some 1 forget I 
had;” ' . 

But life for on eraser collector isn’t nec- 
essarily easy. Weeks mainly scorches gift 


shops for her erasers and say.s finding' new 
ones gets more difilcult all the time. 

Weeks’ son, Darrin. 26. figurc.s his moth- 
er has invested about S9.000 in her passion. 

"One lime in Salt Lake City. 1 spent S65 
on erasers, " Weeks said, a linlc alwhcd. 

Weeks ocknowlcdgcs she takes some 
teasing over her collection, but just shrugs it 
off. 

VMy husband says we spend more on 
erasers than food,” she said.

BOISE - The House on Friday approved 
Q bill that would allow five rural fire dis- 
tricts in Twin Falls County to borrow more 
money during their first year of operations. 

The measure now goes to Gov. Cecil An- 
drus fbr his' signature or veto. 

Under current law. the first-year debt 
limit for fire districts is n penny for each 
SlOO of assessed market value oft^roperty 
within. the district. Senate Bill, 1^8 would 
temporarily rnisc’thc ceiling to 16 cents per. 
SlOO. 

The debt - whether in the form of bond, 
bank loons or otherwise - would be; paid 
off when the district begins to collect prop- 
erty taxes.

And both ace.. - 
reluctant to talk about it for fear of what ..

Tliot’s why ybu probobly don’t even ' 
' know oboul it. Oh, you've noticed that Ben 
gets a little down in the dumps from time 
to time. And Sheila goes up and down like 
n yo-yo - sometimes she's the most 
delightful woman, in town, and sometimes 
she looks like she'dTiite your hand off if 
you reached out to her. “Thai's Just Ben,” 
you've reasoned, and ‘That's Just the way 
Sheila is,” 

But it isn't. The real Ben is warm ond 
witty, carefree and compassionate. The 
real Sheila is absolute bedrock -* solid and - 
secure and yet gentle and loving. 
\V1icnever you see something else in them, 
you're seeing the illness. Or' maybe the 
. mediention. Or maybe a combination of 
the two. But it isn’t diem. Not really. 

Ben and Sheila are mnttally ill. Which 
is not just another way of saying that their 
illness is all in their heads. Mental illness 
can be Just as real and just os debilitating 
as the.most devastating physical maladies. 

It binds victims in transparent chains and 
holds them securely in prisons without 
wolls. But because it con'i be seen or fell 
physically, many of us are inclined to 
dismiss mental ilincss as_a cop-out » 
especially when wc see it in 'people who 
appear to be ... well, nomiaK You know 
like us. ' . 

Ben certainly seems that way. He's got a 
great family, a lovely nome and a good, 
secure Job in a profitable Held. He’s got no 
reason in the world to be depressed. But he 
is.* Chronically. -The medication helps 
some, but he still battles his personal 
demons daily. And - privatelya And 
occasionally, it shows through iheTacadc- . 
he has learned to hide behind. 

"Come on, Ben - cheer up!" associates 
tell him, "You've got a good life. Be 
happy!" 

"I know I've got a good life," Ben told 
me recently. “I love my wife and my kids, 
and I’m grateful for what I have. 1 don't 
know why I'm depressed. I Just am. And 
telling me to be happy is a little like telling 
a bold person to grow hair. You can't do it 
if you don't have it. And right now, I Just 
don't have It.” 

Neither does Sheila'- not that< you'd 
know it by a superficial look at her life. 

Her family is lovingly loyal to her and to 
eoch other. She is active and involved in a 
lot of dilTcrent things, and she works hard 
to keep her home and family together. But 
everywhere she goes, she carries the 
physical and emotional scars of horrifying 
abuse that e?Ctended throughout her 
childhood. 

‘Tm getting belter - really, 1 am,” she 
says. “Most of the time I do OK. But once 
in a while ... I don't know ... 1 Just can't 
handle it." ’ , 

Whatev er "It” IS.' 

Just M there are those who use ihclrown— * 
physical disability as a manipulative 
device. I'm sure there ore some who try to 
use mental illness as an excuse or as part 
of an clatorate plan to engender sympathy 
(which, when you stop and think about it, 

' is in itself an indication of some kind of 
problem). But I don’t get that sense from 
Ben or Sheila. Neither one of them is 
looking for cxcusps, and they don’t want 
sympathy. All they want is understanding. 

And compossion.' And patience. And o 
little respect. . : . 

"I'm not running, for sainthood," Ben 
soid. "I'd Just like'to feel that people 
understand that I’m doing the best I con, 
and that they don’t judge me when my best 
isn't good enough.” 

Especially wlien they don't really know

Catechism controversy centers around gender g.2 miiuon view Graham in Germany

The new .Roman Catholic catechism is a best 
seller in France and Spain, biit a disagreement 
about gender references is keeping the English 
translation offU.S. bookshelves. 

First due out in March, the translation was still 
being worked on this we^ The U.S. translators’' 
original version, wtiich broadened references to 
man to include members of the human family and 
humanity, was turned back by the Vatican as 
unfaithnil to the compehdium of Catholic 
teaching approved by Pope John Paul II last June. 

In the middle of the dispute Is conservative 
Cardinal Bernard Law of Boston, who originally 
suggested the idea of a new catechism at a 
bishops' synod in Rome in 1985. He now flnds- 
himself accused'ofbowihg.to political cqirectness 
in tbe:English translation. 


“If this document were to come out in English 
in exclusive language, it would insure a massive 
alienation immediately,” said Mary Boys, 
associate professor of theology at Boston College. 
Law “is sticking his neck out a bit vis-a-vis -the 
Vatican, and 1 respect him for that.” 

Thirteen U.S. publishers are preparing to 
pftbtish the 676-page document, the first universal 
catechism ofthe church since 1566. 

. I^ile it maintains traditional bans. on divorce, 
abortion and women priest8,-the itatechism also 
catalogues a list of more modem sins such as tax 
firaud and I6w wages and urges compassion for 
homosexuals. ' 

“For any Catholic to be completely informed,
